Notice—Continuation of the 
National Emergency With Respect to

October 30, 2008 

On November 3, 1997, by Executive Order 
13067, a national emergency was declared 
with respect to Sudan, pursuant to the Inter-
national Emergency Economic Powers Act 
(50 U.S.C. 1701–1706), to deal with the un-
usual and extraordinary threat to the national 
security and foreign policy of the United 
States constituted by the actions and policies 
of the Government of Sudan. On April 26, 
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
